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REMARKS 

In the Office Action mailed April 6, 2007 from the United States Patent and Trademark 
Office, the Examiner rejected claims 1-23 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,660,131; claims 1-58 were 
rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable 
over claims 31-49 of U.S. Patent Application No. 10/983,417; claims 1-58 were provisionally 
rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable 
over claims 1-30 of copending Application No. 1 1/1 11,480; claims 1-58 were provisionally 
rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable 
over claims 1-10, 59 and 60 of copending Application No. 1 1/396,982; claims 1-10 and 47-52 
were provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as 
being unpatentable over claims 1-19 of copending Application No.l 1/202,883; claims 1-10 and 
47-52 were provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 38-50 of copending Application No.l 1/151,055. 
Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits the attached terminal disclaimers.
